WAS MISS M. G. CALDWELL 


Says She Has Long Been Dissatisfied 
with the Church—Follows Her 
Sister’s Example. 


The Associated Press yesterday issued 


the following communication, received from 
the Marquise des Monstiers, formerly Miss 
Mary Gwendolin Caldwell of New York, 


after its authenticity had been verified by 
a cable message from Rome: 

“Rome, Oct. 30, 1904. 
“Editor of The Associated Press: 

“You have my full permission to print 
the inclosed and give it as wide a publica- 
tion as possible. “Yours truly, 

“MARQUISE DES MONSTIERS. 


“Dear Editor: It may. interest some of 
your readers to know that the Marquise 
des Monstiers-Mérinyille, formerly Miss M. 
G. Caldwell, who, it will be remembered, 
founded the Roman Catholic University at 
Washington some years ago, has entirely 
repudiated her former creed. In an inter- 
view with me the other day she said: 

‘Yes, it is true that I have left the 
Roman Catholic Church. Since I have been 
living in Europe my eyes have been opened 
to what that Church really is and to its 
anything but sanctity. But the trouble 
goes much further back than this. 

“*Being naturally religious, my imag- 
‘ination was early caught by the idea of 
doing something to lift the Church from 
the lowly position which it occupied in 
America, so I thought of a university, or 
higher school, where its clergy could be 
educated and, if possible, refined. Of 
course, in this I was greatly influenced by 
P'shop Spalding of Peoria, who represented 
it to me as one of the greatest works of 
the day. 

“* When I was twenty-one I turned over 
to them one-third of my fortune for that 
rurpose. But for years I have been trying 
to rid myself of the subtle, yet overwhelm- 
ine. influence of a Church which pretends, 
not only to the privilege of being “ the only 
true Church,” but of being alone able to 
open the gates of heaven to a sorrowful, 
sinful world. At last my honest Protestant 
blood has asserted itself, and I now foreyer 
r pudiate and cast off “the Yoke of 
Tiome.”’’” 

“So saying, 
missed me. 

“It will be remembered that the Marquise 
des Monstiers-Mérinville and her sister, the 
Faroness von Zedwitz, are the daughters 
ct the late William S. Caldwell and his 
wife, who was a Breckinridge of Kentucky. 
Fhortly before his death Mr. Caldwell be- 
cameé-a-convert to Roman Catholicism, and 
jeft his children to the care of Irish Roman 
Catholics in New York whom his wife had 
ret in Church circles. 

“The younger sister married some fif- 
teen years ago a German nobleman, a 
T.utheran, and has since then also left the 
Femanh Catholic communion. The elder 
sister has been in very bad health for some 
years, from having to occupy a position 
before the world as a prominent Roman 
Catholic which was not a real one, and 
into which her extreme generosity led her, 
as a young and inexperienced girl. Now at 
last her own mind has asserted itself, and 
she returns to the creed of her ancestors.” 


MYSTERY—BISHOP SPALDING. 


Rector O’Connell Cables for Confirma- 
tion of Marquise’s Act.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The announce- 
ment of the renunciation of the Catholic 
faith by fhe Marquise des Monstiers, (Miss 
Mary Gwendolin Caldwell,) the founder of 
the Catholic University of the United 
States, caused astonishment here, where 
she has many friends high in Catholic cir- 
cles. None could explain the reason for 
her action. At the university itself in- 
cred was expressed, and Father 
O’Comnell, the rector, to-night cabled to 
Rom for information.

that until the announcement to-day he had 
known her only as a good Catholic. “It 
is all a mystery to me,’’ he said. 

Father Stafford of St. Patrick’s Church, 
an old friend of Miss Caldwell, said he 
would only refer to the well-known fact 
that for several years the Marquise had 
been in ill-health, and this, he must infer, 
had not a little to do with her change of 
faith. He expressed the belief and hope 
that better health would eventually lead 
her to again change her mind and return 
to the Catholie fold.

Mrs. Caldwell died when her daughters 
were very young, and Mary Gwendolin and 
her sister Lina were brought up under the 
supervision of relatives by an old Irish 
nurse named Margaret, who died two years 
ago and left them some property, which is 
now in litigation. 

During their childhood the Misses Cald- 
well lived in Baltimore. The late Arch- 
bishop Spalding of that city was an inti- 
mate friend of their father, and his relative, 
Bishop Spalding of Peoria, was the exec- 
utor of Mr. Caldwell’s will. It was under- 
stood at the time that a clause in the will 
made it obligatory for the elder daughter, 
when she became twenty-one years of age, 
to donate $300,000 to the Catholic Church 
for the founding of a university or divinity 
school.

Miss Mary G. Caldwell to Prince Joachim

rope. She was the great Roman Catholic 
heiress, who had given $300,000 to found a 
university in Washington, she had been 
interviewed, she had been pictured, and her 
generosity was spoken of all over the Con- 
tinent. Prince Murat was the son of Prince 
Joseph Joachim Napoleon, and his mother 
was the niece of Prince Joseph Napoleon. 
The engagement lasted a little over six 
months. “Miss Caldwell suddenly returned 
from Europe and announced that it was 
broken. She had looked after the marriage 
settlement question, she said, and had de- 
cided not to marry the Prince. 

In the meantime her younger sister Lina 
had married the Baron von Zedwitz. He 
was killed in 1896 on his yacht, the Isolde, 
while taking part in the races of the Royal 
Albert Regatta at Southsea, England. The 
Baroness von Zedwitz suffered a long term 
of illness and has only visited this country 
at rare intervals since her widowhood. 

On Oct. 1J, 1896, Miss Mary Gwendolin 
Caldwell was married to the Marquis des 
Monstiers-Mérinville. He was of middle 
age, of a very good old conservative French 
family, and possessed a little property. The 
wedding took place at the English Roman 
Catholic Church of St. Joseph, in the Ave- 
nue Hoche, Paris, and Bishop Spalding 
went abroad to to perform the ceremony. 


ELECTRICITY FOR D., L. AND W. 


Will Supplant Steam as Motive Power 
on Suburban Lines. 


President W. H. Truesdale of the Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna and Western Railroad 
said last night that the Lackawanna had 
a some time been making plans looking 
© the substitution of electricity for steam 
as a motive power on the suburban lines of 
the road, These plans, he said, are now so 
far advanced that the work of installation 
will begin as soon as a number of grade 
crossings along the suburban divisions of 
the Lackawanna have been done away 
with. 

High officials of the Delaware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western, aided by experts, have 
devoted three years to a close study of the 
various problems likely to arise in con- 
nection with the prospective change in the 
motive power. Unusual interest was taken 
by officials of the road in the recent trials 
of electric locomotives at Schenectady, and 
thée*same officials have visited the World's 
Fair at St. Louis and studied the models of 
such engines on exhibition there. 

Another feature which has aroused keen 
interest among railroad men in this part 
of the country, inasmuch as it may be an 
indication that the company intends to 
extend the electrification of the road even 
beyond the suburban district, is the large 
power house now being erected for the 
Lackawanna Road at Scranton, Penn. 

While the plant is ostensibly merely for 
the operation of the electric signal system, 
it is stated that when the architects drew 
the plans it was impressed upon them that 
these must be on lines which would allow 
for an immense addition, so as to make 
possible the establishing of a mammoth 
power plant, presumably to operate the 


road with electricity. Scranton is too far 
from the suburban district of this city to 
make it practicable to have the power plant 
there, if it were intended merely for sub- 


urban use. 
President Truesdale said that he was not 


in a position to say at the present time 
just when the installation of electric motive 
power would begin. He declared that “ for 
the time being ’’ there was no intention on 
the part of the officials to extend the 
change in motive power beyond “ this end” 
of the system, 


WIRE SERVICE RESTORED. 


Telegraph and Telephone Communica- 
tion Practically Recovered from Storm. 


At the offices of both the Western Union 
and the Postal Telegraph Company it was 
reported at midnight that the service had 
been restored to almost what it was before 
the severe storm of Sunday. All important 
points were reached then by direct lines, 
and it was said that before to-night normal 
conditions would have returned. 

Along the Vermont line the tie-up of wire 
communication as well as traffic wds most 
complete. Up to a late hour yesterday aft- 
ernoon that section had been shut off from 
all communication by telegraph and tele- 
phone, since the storm had reached there 


thirty-two hours before. 

Along the lines of the Delaware and 
Hudson Railroad trains were stalled for 
more than twenty hours because .no orders 
could be sent. Finally, when it became 
apparent that it would take some time to 
restore the wires to working order the 
novel method of dispatching train orders 
by messengers on foot was adopted, and 
in this way trains were enabled to move 
slowly along in comparative safety.

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SOUTHERN POLITICAL REVOLT. 


Pian to Break with Northern Democracy 
and Act Independently. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—A call will be 


issued some time in the near future for a 
conference of Southern leaders to meet in 
Washington and consider the question of 
the political independence of the Southern 
States. This does not, of course, mean se- 


cession, but the taking of a position inde- 
pendent of the North in the political cam- 
paigns of the future. 

The plan is that of one of the leading 
Southern Senators. His idea is that the 
South shall cease to co-operate with the 
Northern Democracy, with which he Is 
thoroughly disgusted, and that it shall 
cease to’ assume an attitude of hostility 
toward the Republican Party, but shall re- 
main absolutely independent. 

The South, should such a plan be fol- 
lowed, would cease to send delegates to 
National Conventions. It would allow the 
two Northern Parties to make their nomi- 
nations, would choose its own Electors, and 
would have them vote for whichever can- 
didates seemed most acceptable, or for a 
third party candidate if neither proved ac- 
ceptable, and in case no party named an 
acceptable candidate, the South would 
choose a Southern man and vote for him.

BRAZILIAN REVOLT CRU CRUSHED. 


Military Cadets Fought Battle with 
Troops—Many Persons Killed. 


RIO JANEIRO, Nov. 15.—The students of 
the Military School revolted last evening 
and deposed the Commandant, Gen. Costal- 
lent. This was followed by secret meet- 
ings held at the Military Club, gt which 
Gens. Olympio, Silveira, and ravassos 
were present. Gen. Travassos was ap- 
pointed to succeed Gen. Costallent. 

All the students at about 8 P. M., under 
the command of Gen. Travassos, marched 
upon the town, but were met by a detach- 
ment of soldiers and military police.

| trical action of the life principle in the 
living organism has beer successfully dem- 
onstrated for the second time ,with me- 
chanical instruments, it is reported, by Dr. 
Albert J. Atkins, Professor of Physiology 
of the California Medical College. 

For several years Dr. Atkins has been 
engaged in study and experiment along 
this line. About six weeks ago he an- 
nounced that he had succeeded in register- 
ing a positive and negative electrical cur- 
rent in the air chambers of the living 
lungs, outside the blood stream, by means 
of mechanical instruments. t is stated | 
that each organ has electrical action, but 
that the great centre of electrical activity 
is the air chambers of the lungs, outside 
the blood stream.

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Demand That Caused Cripple 
Troubles Is Granted. 


DENVER, Nov. 15.—Notices have been 
posted at the mills of the five big mines of 
the Telluride region that the eight-hour day 
will prevail in the mills. The plants con- 
cerned are the Smuggler Union, Liberty 
Bell, Tomboy, Nellie, and Alta. 

It was the demand for this concession in 
the mills of the State that precipitated the 
strike in the mills and mines of Colorado 
and caused the bitter strife between union- 
ists and mine owners in the Telluride and 
Cripple Creek regions. The minimum wage 
promised under the new arrangement is $3 
a day. At one time the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners offered to accept $2.75 for 
an eight-hour day.

The 
language used by the President is far in 
excess of any merits of mine. One point I 
do accept. You have not, either here or 
on the other side of the Atlantic, any 
warmer friend of you and of your institu; 
tions than myself. [Shouts of “‘ Bravo. | 
and applause.}] Some months ago the invi- 
tation to dine with your distinguished com- 
pany was forwarded to me by Mr. Choate, 
your distinguished Ambassador at the Court 
of St. James's, and he used the very lan- 
guage that the President has used to-night 
in his letter to the Chairman. He said: 
‘You will there meet the most representa- 
tive assembly of the most important in- 
terests in the United States that could 
possibly be got together’; and I am glad, 
like the Secretary of the Treasury—I am 
glad for perhaps different reasons [laugh- 
ter]—I am glad that [ did not hesitate to 
say to Mr. Choate: ‘If I am in America on 
that day in November I will dine with the 
Chamber of Commerce.’ 5 

“Your kindness to-night is only of @ 
piece, after all, with the good-fellowship 
that has been extended to me in other 
places—Pittsburg, Chicago, and a countless 
number of places which have been kind 
snough to invite me to visit them.

** Now, the Secretary of thé Treasury has 
made you a most interesting speech; he has 
told you that he is reasonably optimistic; 
that he does not care about the doors be- 
ing closed; he tells you frankly that prices 
are good; that hopes are buoyant, and that 
there is no danger of any loss of poise. 
Yes, but, then, I thought to myself all the 
time the Secretary of the Treasury was 
speaking, if hopes in the United States are 
buoyant, what about hopes in_that_ little 
island from which I come? Now, I am, 
what I do not suppose anybody else in this 
room is, what I have stuted at Pittsburg 
and have said at Chicago, I am bound to 
repeat here-—-I am what nobody else is—I 
am a free trader. (Laughter and applause.] 


All Good Natured. 


‘But, whatever may be said of the people 
of the United States, everybody agrees that 
they are a good-natured people, and there- 
tore I hope you will allow me in two 
sentences, and no more, to go through that 
performance which in my part of the world 
—I dare say in yours—is called testifying. 
{[Laughter.}] Frankly, I rejoice to hear from 
the Secretary of the Treasury that your 
hopés are buoyant, and that you are pros- 
perous. Why, that is a thing that struck 
me most in my rapid transit through im- 
portant trade centres in this country—the 
enormous and unbounded strength of your 
material resources. [Applause.] 

“Still, as I said at Chicago, business is 
business, [Laughter.] And being a good- 
natured people, let me say that I have seen 
Frome «te he hoot me out of the room— 
jlaughterj—I have seen nothing, no evi- 
dence during this run through some of the 
centres of your country to make me be- 
lieve that you would not have been just 
as great, just as mighty—I mean, in indus- 
trial competition—just as prosperous, just 
as strong, as you are to-day, if you had 
taken that worn-out shibboleth, as I am told 
—* No tariff excepting for purposes of reve- 
nue.’"" [{Applause.] 

“ Well, if that is all the tendency that 
comes of testifying, I do not think.I need 
have taken the trouble to have testified, 
because I gather that a good many of you 
at all events have some doubts [laughter] 
as to that matter. And now, this is the 
last remark I will make upon that very 
delicate ground, which is less delicate than 
I thought it would be, [laughter,] though 
it may be that I am so stupid or so stub- 
born, or so much of a doctrinaire—a name 
I am well acquainted with—as to doubt 
whether you would not have been just as 
well off if you had taken that formula. 

“I do not believe in this great hall rep- 
resenting such enormous interests, repre- 
senting men of a business sagacity that 
could not be rivaled in any capital on the

BRITISH-RUSSIAN HITCH 
OVER TRAWLER INCIDENT 


Czar’s Government Wants Text of 
Convention Changed. 


INQUIRY AT HULL IS BEGUN 


Fishermen Stick to Their Story—Fact 
That There Were No Lights on One 
Boat May Explain Firing. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 15.—A differ- 
ence has developed between Great Britain 
and Russia over the language of the article 
in the North Sea convention relative to the 
question of responsibility. 

At the Foreign Office it is said that Rus- 
sla does not desire in any way to recede 
from the basis of the agreement, but she 
proposes a modification of the language 
submitted in the English text. 

The Admiralty, it is understood, contend- 
ed all along that the international commis- 
sion should confine its inquiry to the es- 
tablishment of the question whether tor- 
pedo boats were off the Dogger Bank, and 
whether in amy event the Russian ships 
were just:iied in firing. 

A private letter from an officer of the 
Aurora expresses the opinion that the whole 
mistake was due to the rockets fired by 
the fishing fleet. ; 


HULL, Nov. 15.—The British Government 
inquiry into the North Sea incident opened 
to-day. Vice Admiral Sir Cyprian Bridge 
and Butler Aspinall, an Admiralty Court 
lawyer, are conducting the inquiry, and 
their report will form the basis of the Brit- 
ish case before the International Commis- 
sion at Paris. 

The Russian Consul had a seat on the 
platform. 

The witnesses all denied that any arms, 
ammunition, or contraband were on board 
the trawlers. There was no room, it was 
added, to carry a torpedo.

He kept send- 
ing up green rotkets, which are known 
throughout the world as a sign from a 
fishing fleet, and which, as they burst, 
lighted up the trawlers so that their num- 
bers could be seen, 

About one vessel which came up on his 
port quarter Carr was very uncertain, It 
might, he admitted, have been another 
trawler, but he at first thought it was one 
of the Russian warships. 

Answering the Russian Consul, Carr 
maintained that the Russians did not signal 
to the trawlers to stop, and stoutly declared 
that thera could not have been a strange 
vessel among the fishing fleet. 

After luncheon it was announced that Dr. 
Herbert Woodhouse would represent the 
Russian Embassy at the inquiry.

LEWISOHN MUST ANSWER: 
TO REINDICT CANFIELD 


The Court of Appeals Upholds 
Jerome’s Witness Law. 


DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S TRIUMPH 


Canfleld’s Counse! Says Client Will Face 
Any Charges and Jerome Intimates 
He'll Press Gambling Case. 


ALBANY, Nov. 15.—An important , barrier 
to the prosecution of gambling cases-was re- 
moved to-day when the Court of Appeals 
handed down a decision upholding the con- 
stitutionality of the Dowling law, which 
enacts that witnesses shall no longer be 
excused from testifying on the ground 
that their testimony might tend to incrimi- 
nate or degrade themselves. 

The action to test this law was brought 
by Jesse Lewisohn of New York, who ap- 
pealed from a decision of the Court of 
General Sessions sentencing him to im- 
prisonment for refusing to answer ques- 
tions in the Canfield gambling investigation, 
conducted by District Attorney Jerome be- 
fore the Grand Jury. 

Lewisohn held that the new law was un- 
constitutional, in that it tnvaded that por- 
tion of the State Constitution which pro- 
vides that no person shall be compelled to 
be a witness against himself in a criminal 
case, and that it was a usurpation by the 
Legislature of the pardoning power which 
fnheres solely in the Executive. These 
arguments were met by the District At- 
torney’s office with the argument that the 
immunity contemplated by the Constitu- 
tion was fully afforded by a statute for- 
bidding the prosecution of a witness for 
any matter he might testify about. 

The specific questions that Lewisohn re- 
fused to answer inquired whether he had 
ever entered and played roulette in the 
alleged gambling house at 5 East Forty- 
fourth Street, New York, and whether he 
had ever seen Richard Canfield there. 


This decision by the highest tribunal in 
the State attests the constitutionality of 
the amendment to Section 342 of the Penal 
Code, which was framed by District Attor- 
ney Jerome. Its chief interest just at pres- 
ent lies in the fact that it effectually clears 
the way for the prosecution of Richard A. 
Canfield on the charge of keeping a gam- 
bling house, 

The Lewisohn appeal on which the de- 
cision was rendered was a direct outgrowth 
of the earter moves made by the District 
Attorney against Canfield. After Mr. Je- 
rome, on Dec. 1, 1902, had smashed his way 
into Canfield’s palatial establishment next 
door to Delmonico’s, Mr, Lewisohn was one 
of several prominent men called as wit- 
nesses to establish the fact that Canfield 
kept a gambling house. 

During the ‘‘ John Doe” proceedings that 
followed, Mr. Lewisohn was asked under 
oath if he knew Richard A. Canfield and 
had visited his establishment. By the ad- 
vice of Alfred Lauterbach, his counsel, and 
on the ground that his answers might tend 
to incriminate him, Mr. Lewisohn declined 
to reply. Subsequently he was declared in 
contempt of court by Justice Wyatt of the 
Court of al Sessions. The case came

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THE ‘NEW YORK

AT PLATT’S BREAKFAST 


Odell and Higgins Sent Excuses, 
but Depew Was There. 


ATE CAKES FOR ROOSEVELT 


Pumpkin Pie Was 5 Feet Long—Platt’s 
Speech Somewhat Shorter — Made 
Plea for Depew’s Re-election. 


Special to The New York Times, 

OWEGO, Nov. 15.—Standing at the head 
of a pumpkin ple over five feet in length 
and three feet in width, and into the com- 
position of which there had entered 150 
eggs, forty pumpkins, and 80 quarts of 
milk, Senator Thomas C. Platt to-day re- 
ceived, at the Ahwaga House in this city, 
State officers-elect, Republican members 
of the Senate and Assembly-elect, and 
other distinguished guests whom he had in- 
vited to a ‘“‘ buckwheat breakfast ”’ in cele- 
bration of the great Republican victory in 
the Nation and State one week ago. 

Senator Platt’s breakfast function was 
preceded by a parade and ceremonies last 
evening, in which the townspeople of Owego 
and the surrounding section of Tioga Coun- 
ty sought to demonstrate to the senior 
Senator the esteem in which he is held by 
those among whom the earlier years of 
his life were spent. ; 

After the parade the notables of Owego 
and of the near-by towns of Tioga County 
assembled in the Ahwaga House and pre- 
sented to Senator Platt the huge pumpkin 
pie. 

Senator Platt was visibly affected by the 
display of kindness on the part of his old 
friends and neighbors, and he did not trust 
himself to speak except to mutter his 
thanks and to express a desire to shake 
them all by the hand. 

The buckwheat breakfast was set for 11 
o'clock this morning. Many of the guests 
came in last evening, and many more ar- 
rived on the morning trains. They came 
from all sections of the State. Ex-Lieut. 
Gov. Timothy L. Woodruff, William 
Barnes, Jr., Mrs. Barnes, and others of a 
party whom Mr. Woodruff was entertain- 
ing at his'camp in the Adirondacks, came 
down On a special train. 


REGRETS FROM ODELL. 


President Roosevelt, Vice President-elect 
Fairbanks, Gov. Odell, Governor-elect 
Higgins, Speaker Nixon, and George W. 
Aldridge sent regrets. Gov. Odell said that 
he had accepted the invitation to attend 
the breakfast, but had been obliged to 
withdraw his acceptance because he found 
the trip would mean the loss of three days 
and would seriously disarrange the vaca- 
tion which he had planned. Governor- 
elect Higgins wrote that his physician had 
forbidden him to make the trip and had 
ordered him to Cambridge Springs, Penn. 
The Governor-elect is suffering from an 
acute kidney trouble, but his physician 
says that a few weeks at the springs will 
bring him around all — 

There are 140 Republican members-elect 
of the Senate and Assembly, and all of 
them received invitations to the breakfast, 
but there were only fourteen members of 
the Senate and thirty-eight members of 
the Assembly who sat down to the tables.

’ LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Rules for Automobile Imports Laid 


Down. 


In a decision written by Judge Henderson 
M. Somerville, the Board of United States 
General Appraisers overruled a protest yes- 
terday by J. T. B. Hillhouse of New York 
and incidentally laid down a set of regu- 
lations covering the importation of auto- 
mobiles. The machine in question was 
valued at 10,000 francs, and was assessed 
at 45 per cent. as a manufacture of metal. 
Three claims were made by the importer; 
one that it was free of duty as an article 
of the growth, produce, or manufacture 
of the United States exported and then 


reimported; the second that it was a house- 
hold effect, and therefore free, and the 
third that it was free because it had been 
exported and reimported after undergoing 
repairs several times. No evidence was 
presented that it was of American manu- 
facture, and none that it had been in use 
abroad for a year, which time of use is 
necessary to constitute it a household 
effect. The testimony showed that the re- 
pairs abroad cost 2,500 francs, which prac- 
tically made it a new machine, and cacge 
Somerville rules at any rate a foreign-made 
article imported and then —— must 
be considered a new importation and pay 
duty accordingly if imported again. 


SHOT DESPOILER: SET FREE. 


Serriera Now Must Answer Assault 
Charge in Shooting His Wife. 


A jury before Judge Crane, in the Kings 
County Court, acquitted Joseph Serriera, a 
printer, last night, of the charge of murder 
in the first degree, in shooting and killing 
Stephen Little on Jan. 26. The trial had 
continued for two days, and the prisoner 
was defended by ex-District Attorney 
James W. Ridgway. 

Little had been a boarder in the Serriera 
family, and became friendly with the wife 
of the accused man. Serriera objected, and 
caused Little to move from the house. 
Little moved away, but took up his home 
a few doors away from the Serriera home, 
at 57 Cranberry Street, Brooklyn, and con- 
tinued to call on. Mrs, Serriera. 

On the night of the shooting Serriera re- 
turned home at 8 o’clock and found Little 
in the dining room talking with Mrs. Ser- 
riera, He drew a revolyer and fired four 
shots, one of them lodging in Little’s ab- 
domen, and two others striking Mrs. Ser- 
riera in the breast and forehead. Both 
were taken to the Brooklyn Haspital, 
where Little died the next day. Mrs. Ser- 
riera recovered, and was a witness against 
her husband at the trial. 

Although acquitted of the murder charge, 
the prisoner was held to answer a charge 
of assault in shooting his wife. 


HEATH’S WIDOW ADDS MYSTERY 


Says Divinity Student Threatened Her 
Husband Before the Shooting.

GLEN COVE, L. I., Nov. 15.—Mrs. John 
W. Heath, widow of the caretaker of. All 
Souls’ Summer Home at’ Glenwood, who 
was found dead with his head shattered 
by a gunshot wound early on the morning 
of Oct. 13, appeared as a witness before 
Coroner James H. Cocks to-night, and 


added mystery to the problem of her hus- 
band’s death. . 

The only person known to have been in 
the home on the night Heath was shot and 
killed was Mrs. Annie Van Slyke, who said 
she had been engaged to do some cleaning 
and had been unable to leave on account of 
astorm. Coroner Cocks said to-night that 
there was no storm on the evening in ques- 
tion, but that the stars were shining. 

Mrs. Heath said that her husband, prior 
to his death, had told her that he was glad 
the people who had been Summering at the 
Home had gone back to the city. e said 
there was a divinity student, whose name 
Mrs. Heath mentioned, who had béen lead- 
ing a double life, and who was anxious to 
put him out of the way. The student, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Heath, had warned her 
not to talk about the case after her 
husband had been found dead.

" The funeral service of Paton Noble, clerk 
of the Magistrate’s Court in Long Island 
City, who was shot while alone with his

Mrs. Josephine Noble, the widow, who is 
in the county jail charged with having 
fired the fatal shots, wished to attend, but 
District Attorney Gregg discouraged her.

Queens officials, Magistrate Connorton, and 
Magistrate Smith. 

Mrs, Noble watched the cortege as it 
passed her prison on the way to Mount 
Olivet Cemetery.

Miss Ethel Barrymore, the ideal of ultra- 
modern, Burne-Jones refinement, as the 
heroine of raw Western melodrama! Mr.

HARVARD AND “TIGERS” 
MAY PLAY FOOTBALL 


Rumored Agreement to Begin 
Series of Games Next Year. 


PENNSYLVANIA WILL BE OUT 


Crimson Coaches Shake Up Harvard 
Team—Yale Players Arrive at New 
Haven After Rest at Ardsley. 


It was rumored in college football circles 
yesterday that Harvard and Princeton will 
sign an agreement to play a series of foot- 
ball games, beginning next Fall. What ef- 
fect this proposed arrangement will have 
upon the existing agreement between Har- 
vard and Pennsylvania’was not stated, but 
in view of the persistent reports that have 
gained ground relative to a cessation of re- 
lations between Harvard and Pennsylvania 
this last announcement bears some weight 
when is taken into consideration the feel- 
ing existing in Cambridge on account of the 
recent decisive Red and Blue victory. 

Naturally Princeton will be the team to 
close any break of any importance in the 
so-called big iine, for the “ Tigers’’ have 
only one big game during the season, while 
Yale has two with Harvard and Princeton. 
A Harvard-Princeton agreement would put 
matters On a more equable basis and give 
more opportunity to decide a championship 
than exists with the present arrangement 
of schedules. 

With the Yale game only four days away 
the Harvard football eleven underwent a 
complete shake-up yesterday as the result 
of the injuries to Brill and Meier. Whether 
these two men will play against Yale Sat- 
urday seems doubtful. Brill’s shoulder is 
improving steadily, it is said, but still gives 
him a lot of trouble. He may get in for a 
short time in the first half, but it is ex- 
tremely doubtful whether he can last the 
entire game. Meier's condition is much 
worse. His arm is so lame that he can 
hardly raise it, and Trainer MacMasters en- 
tertains little hope that he will participate 
in the ba*tle against the Elis. Faced by 
these uncomfortable facts, the coaches yes- 
terday, in the scrimmage against the scrub, 
played an eleven which, in case Brill and 
Meier are still out of it Saturday, will rep- 
resent the Crimson against the Blue. Par- 
ker, the big freshman centre, was shifted 
to left guard, and his place taken by Par- 
whose poor passing contributed so 
much to Harvard’s defeat in the Yale game 
last season. Squires, the big right guard, 
was sent to right tackle, where he played 
Substitute last year, and White, who has 
so far been playing left guard, was put in 
his place. Oveson plases left tackle in 
Brill’s place, Randall was at left end as 
usual, and Montgomery at the extremity of 
the opposite wing. This combination weak- 
ens the Crimson line considerably. Squires, 
although a first-class guard, is too heavy 
and }oggy for a tackle, while Parkinson is 
altogether too nervous for centre. Oveson 
at left tackle will find himself completely 
outclassed, it is feared, by the mighty Ho- 
gan of Yale, while the shifting of Parker 
and White from positions which they have 
played all the season cannot be without 
disastrous effects.

THE KNEISEL QUARTET. 


Opening Concert of Its Season in New 
York—New Composition by Wolf. 


The admirers of the Kneisel Quartet in 
New York, steadily augmenting for years 
past, have at last reached the full number 
that Mendelssohn Hall will hold. So it 
seemed last evening when that admirable 
organization returned for the opening of 
its season in this city, for there was not 
a@ seat vacant in the audience room. A 
success achieved by so unswerving an 
adherence to the highest artistic ideals as 
Mr. Kneisel and his associates have main- 
tained is one in which artists and auditors 
alike may rejoice, and which deserves to be 
recorded with gratitude. There was an un- 
mistakable air of high-strung expectation 
in the house—an expectation that was grati- 
fied by the event, for the quartet gave one 
of its ripest and most beautiful perform- 
ances 1n which all its finer qualities seemed 
raised to their highest. power. The pro- 
gramme included Schumann’s quintet in F 
and Dvorak’s piano quintet in A, the latter 
taking its place among the numerous trib- 
utes fo the dead Bohemian master that the 
opening of the season has brought out. all 
over the world of music—and Hugo Wolf's 
“Ttalian Sereaade.”’ 

Wolf wrote little instrumental music, for 
his genius impelled him incessantly to the 
composition of songs. His inexperience is 
not reyealed by this Serenade, which was 
played for the first time publicly ih New 
York. It is a fragment, a single movement, 
which his biographers say was rearranged 
by him from a composition that he intended 
for a small orchestra. Yet there is small 
internal evidence that such was the case. 
It does not show any lack of command of 
the quartet style—the style that compels a 
complete and convincing exposition of the 
composer’s thought from the four instru- 


ments. It is deliciously piquant and fresh 
in its ideas; it is not commonplace, nor does 
it fall into the obvious kind of tunefulness 
and rhythm that occur to mcst trans-Alpine 
c Lomponens when they decide to write in the 

alian manner—a decision seldom very 
fortunate in its results. The Italian sug- 
gestion in Wolf’s piece is not to be mis- 
taken; but it is a suggestion wrought out 
by a musician in whom Italian naiveté 
and gayety were tempered by the ruder 
Teutonic spirit. There is a certain spirit 
of raillery that a appease in it. It is some- 
times freakish and capricious in its turn of 
melody as well as in its dissonant har- 
monies; but these points are not strained. 
The work is not one of monumental im- 
portance; but it has a fascination all its 
own. The quartet entered wholly into its 
spirit, and it was received with delight last 
ev ening. 

The accusation of unskillfulness in deal- 
ing with the subticties of quartet writing 
has been laid against Schumann's three 
string quartets. Yet how radiant is this 
ene in its poetic imaginings, how fully 
expressed are its ideas, with what finely 
calculated and beautiful tonal effects, now 
melting and glowing with saturated color, 
now keen and brilliant and incisive. Such 
music rises above considerations of techni- 
cal procedure, and, in a way, confutes 
them. It is these things that the Kneisel 
Quartet can set forth at their highest ar- 
tistic value; and last evening their playing 
of it was rq@vishing in its absolute perfec- 
tion of finish and in the variety and charm 
of its expression, gained through all the 
resources of subtle dynamic and temporal 
variations and delicious euphony. Such 
justness. of intonation, such exquisite bal- 
ance of the four voices, such apt contrast 
and conjunction of phrase have rarely been 
achieved even by this organization of art- 
ists. 

In Dvorak’s quintet, one of his more 
familiar chamber compositions, Mr. Walter 
Damrosch played the piano part, a function 
that he has not often fulfilled in New York. 
He is not a virtuoso, and his playing is 
rot that of a virtuoso; but it has many 
Gare quasities, chief of which are its 

lendid freshness, spirit, and rhythmic in- 

cisiveness, which were an invigorating elc- 
sent in the whole performance. He was, at 
the same time, animated by the true con- 
ception of ensemble playing, although some 
of his effects in the louder passages were 
miscalculated in their sonority. e quin- 
tet is one of Dvorak’s most mellifiuous 
and characteristically elodious works— 
perhaps a little too mellifluous, a little too 
facile; but it is extremely, picturesque, and 
it has pages of moving’ eloquence. Mr, 
Kneisel has played it here before; but its 
repetition was a worthy tribute to a master 
whose influence in modern music will not 
soon be lost.

Even a Salvationist Turk in Fare- 
well Gathering. 


MR. ROOSEVELT SENDS LETTER 


Governors of Twenty-two States Do the 
Same—Unique Gathering at the 


Grand Central Palace. 


The Salvation Army said good-bye to 
Commander Booth-Tucker last night, and 


the godspeed of the 3,000 who gathered in 
the Grand Central Palace was punctuated 
by many amens and watered by copious 
tears. The Commander sails for England 
to-day, and will supervise the work in all 
countries save Great Britain. His successor 
will be Commandér Miss Eva Booth, a 
daughter of General Booth and a sister of 
Commander Booth-Tucker’s wife, who was 
killed in a railroad accident about a year 
ago. 

Fully one-third of last night’s big au- 
dience was not formally connected with the 
army, but these were as enthusiastic as the 
rest. Every State in the Union and twen- 
ty-two countries in the world were repre- 
sented, most of the latter by natives in 
native garments and all of them by na- 
tional flags and songs. 

After the Commander delivered his fare- 
well address a message was read from Gen. 
Booth commending to the army here their 
new Commander. Then messages com- 
mending the eight and one-half years’ work 
of Commander Booth-Tucker in this coun- 
try and wishing him luck abroad were read 
from twenty-two Governors of States. As 
each letter was read a Salvationist carry- 
ing a shield bearing the coat-of-arms of the 
particular State took his place on the plat- 
form. When the front of the platform was 
a solid phalanx an officer walked up with 
the Stars and. Stripes, and Staff Secretary 
Col. Higgins read this letter:

The applause was tremendous, and little 
American and British flags waved it along. 
Letters of farewell from Mayor McClellan, 
Secretary Morton of the Navy, and Secre- 
tary Wilson of the Department of Agricult- 
ure were heartily cheered. 

The most effective and striking feature of 
the whole affair, however, was the “re- 
view of nationalities.”” On the platform 
were Commander Booth-Tucker, the offi- 
cers of the Headquarters Staff, and the 
Headquarters Band. Each nation's detach- 
ment, numbering four, dressed in the na- 
tive costumes and carrying national flags, 
entered from the back of the hall, marched 
up the ceucre aisle, across the platform, 
and finally to a standing position in front 
of the stage. As each four entered, the 
audience sang an army rendering of the 
national air of the country. 

Of course the United States delegation 
received the most applause, and England 
and Ireland tied for second place in the 


hearts of the audience. A_ noticeable 
figure was a big Salvationist Turk in the 
galaxy of nationalities. 

After the ceremony in the hall the ma- 
jority of the audience marched down to the 
Army headquarters in West Fourteenth 
Street, accompanying the Commander, with 
four bands and numerous torchlights. The 
Commander sails to-day on the Oceanic.

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THE MUGWUMP. 

Over it ali the trail of the Mugwump! 

From now until 1908, in victory or defeat, 
the motto of the true Democrats of the 
Nation must be: 

The party must take charge of itself. No 
Mugwump leaders need apply!—Atlanta 
Constitution. 

Alas, the poor Mugwump! He is a man 
of thumps and acquainted with blows. 
But does our Atlanta contemporary real- 
ly know what it is doing? The Mug- 
Wump was the only one of all the classes 
and categories of voters that stood 
stanchly by Judge ParRKER. There is, 
of course, an irreducible remnant of 
Democratic votes, largely in the rural 

_ districts, that is never estranged, never 
cajoled by the enemy, or detached by the 
blunders and indiscretions of friends. 
This remnant, and the Mugwumps or In- 
dependents, seem to have made up Judge 
PARKER'S vote 

The Bryan men were more than apa- 
thetic—they were hostile. Mr. BrRYAN’s 
friends were determined that the result 
of the voting should furnish them with 
the opportunity to say to the Eastern 
Democrats, You have made a campaign 
in your own way with your own candi- 
date, and he is beaten worse than BRYAN 
Was beaten; you can now go back to 
ycur catnip tea and we will run the 
party. In order to make perfectly sure 
of their opportunity they voted in great 
numbers for Mr. RoosEVELT.' Mr. BRYAN 
himself, though he at first gave the Dem- 
ocratic ticket a stab upon every possible 
occasion, “ pulled straight” during the 
last six weeks of the campaign. How 
could he do otherwise after accepting 
money from headquarters for use in his 
own State? The radical Democrats of all 
shades and stripes were also against 
Judge PARKER. Some went to WATSON, 
some went to Drss. Far outnumbering 
the Bryan men, the radical Democrats, 
and the freaks, other classes of voters in 
the past largely affiliated with the De- 
mocracy went in a body over to the Re- 
publicans, thus making up the enormous 
and unexpected pluralities. 

The Mugwump by shout and vote sup- 
ported ParRKEeR. Of all the detachable 
elements he alone was loyal. And now, 
unhappy being, he is to be driven out 
among the rocks to browse upon the 
thistles. When the discontented have 
submitted all their plans for reconstruct- 
ing the Democratic Party, the organiza- } 
tion, we judge, will be found altogether 
within that litlte group of States, the re- 
duced Solid South, which presents such 
a pathetic appearance upon the political 
maps published since Nov. 8. The South- 
ern Democrats have to vote “solid” be- 
cause of the color question. Nobody, we 
believe, has advised the party to get rid 
of them. All other Democrats have by 
one plan or another been eliminated. 


MUCH STRONGER THAN HIS PARTY. 

That the dashing personality of Presi- 
dent ROOSEVELT was the chief factor in 
his big majorities on Tuesday last, and 
not any increase in popular regard for 
Republican policies, becomes clear from 
careful study of the returns. Among 
the most obvious evidences of this is 
the great number of voters in Massa- 
chusetts who supported a candidate for 
Governor who was committed to reci- 
procity, and the still greater proportion 
in Minnesota who, while voting for 
ROOSEVELT, elected a Democratic Gov- 
ernor, Inevitably in every election 
where there is a strong trend toward a 
popular candidate, he carries along with 
him the rest of the ticket, or greatly 
increases its vote. It is this which ac- 
counts for the wiping out of Democratic 
representation in Congress in so many 
Northern districts and the election of 
Gov. OpELL’s ticket in this State. 

The fact that both gold Democrats 
and many Republicans of large interests 
were entirely satisfied that Judge Par- 
KER was @ safe and sane candidate and 
ought to be elected is plainly demon- 
strated by the returns from those dis- 
tricts where the votes of men of this 
class can be isolated. Proof of this is 
afforded by the returns from six of 
the strongest Republican districts of 
New York, representing the residence 
sections where the revolt was greatest 
in 1900 among gold Democrats and in- 
dependent voters against BRYAN. These 
figures reveal the astonishing fact, that 
in spite of a large increase in the total 
vote, President RoosEVELT received few- 
er votes than President McKINnuey, while 
Judge Parker increased his vote 33 per 
cent. above that given to Bryan in 1900.

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the residence district in New York, 
from Fifteenth Street to Central Park 
and beyond, but not including the river- 
front districts where the Democratic vote 
is largely concentrated. The totals show 
that President RooseVvELT in these six 
districts fell 1,444 votes short of the 
McKINLEY vote, while Judge PARKER 
received 8,630 votes more than BRYAN. 
Some allowance should be made for the 
Republican falling off in the Twenty- 
fifth District, due to the abandonment 
of dwellings where the Pennsylvania 
Railroad station ig to be erected, but 
even the remaining districts show a 
small Republican loss and a Democratic 
gain of 8,521. Under normal conditions, 
without any change in party tendencies, 
the increase of about 7,200, which is 
shown in the combined vote, should have 
been divided in about the proportion 
of 4,700 to Rooseve.t and 2,500 to Par- 
KER, making the vote in these six districts 
stand: Roosevert, 54,300; PARKER, 
28,000; and affording a Republican plur- 
ality of 26,300. The actual plurality was 
13,005, showing a relative Republican 
loss of more than 138,000. Applying the 
rule of percentages to the total votes of 
the two parties, it appears that RoosE- 
VELT suffered a loss of 3 per cent., while 
PARKER showed a gain of more than 33 
per cent. 

These figures demonstrate in a striking 
way the temper of thoughtful men in the 
residence districts. Those who were Dem- 
ocrats were back in the party ranks, en- 
tirely satisfied with Judge PARKER and 
with the party organization which he 
represented. Not only this, but there 
were apparently considerable numbers of 
Republicans who took the same view. 
The Republicans failed to show the per- 
centage of the increase of the total vote 
to which they were entitled, either be- 
cause the gold Democrats left them in 
such numbers as to entirely offset the 
new Republican voters or because the 
exodus was swelled by many old-time 
Republicans. It is probable that similar 
results would follow an analysis of the 
vote in detail in other cities where the 
population differs sufficiently by dis- 
tricts to permit a classification. 


THE POPE AND FRANCE. 

The allocution of the Pope at the sec- 
ond consistory of his pontificate will be 
generally interpreted in secular circles 
as indicating a desire to understand him- 
self and come to an understanding with 
the French Republic. Such an under- 
standing can only mean a renewal, prith 
such modifications and wars as 
time has shown to be desirable, of the 
Concordat under which the Vatican, and 
France under various forms of govern- 
ment, have contrived to live in tolerable 
peace for a hundred years. 

But mankind by no means inferred 
such a desire from the procedures of the 
Vatican toward the French Republic, 
culminating in the notification to Cath- 
olic States of Mgr. MERRY DEL VAL that 
the Vatican and the French Republic 
were on bad terms. The language of that 
notification was not only taken by the 
authorities of the French Republic as 
highly offensive. It was taken by the 
impartial world as betokening a desire 
on the part of the Vatican for a rupture 
of the Concordat and of all relations be- 
tween the infallible Church and the “ in- 
fidel State,’”’ The comparatively concil- 
iatory language of the present Papal al- 
locution will accordingly be interpreted 
as the language of apology. 

It is very questionable whether things 
have not gone too far to admit of an 
amiable acceptance of the apology. The 
French Republic, including in that term 
a vast number of Frenchmen who con- 
sider themselves faithful Catholics, has 
come to consider the demeanor of the 
Vatican toward the republic as a chal- 
lenge and as a notification that the 
Vatican can get on without the republic. 
Very serious steps have been taken by 
the authorities of the republic in conse- 
quence, steps which it would be difficult, 
even if it were admitted to be desirable, 
to retrace. And there is grave reason 
for doubting whether M. ComBzgs and his 
colleagues, strengthened as they believe 
themselves to be with the French electo- 
rate by the performances of the Vatican, 
would admit that any retracing was de- 
sirable. It is certain that the Papal ar- 
gument against the validity of the “ or- 
ganic articles” added to the Concordat 
by NAPoLEoN will be considered by the 
French authorities with much less refer- 
ence to its logical cogency than to its 
probable effect upon the minds of the 
French electorate. 


“THROWN TO THE SHARKS.” 


Pension Commissioner Ware has 
thrown up the sponge. Duly warned by 
the President, when he said that he “ did 
not want the office,” that “ the longer he 
had it the less he would want it,” he has 
found that the President was right. The 
limit of endurance has been reached. 

Doubtless there have been especial 
causes of annoyance. Mr. Warp belongs 
to the genus irritabile by virtue of his 
poetic gifts and practices. He is said to 
have cherished the impracticable notion 
that clerks should be promoted as a re- 
ward of merit, and he imprudently dis- 
closed his discovery that 100 good clerks 
could do the work now done by 500 more 
or less aged dependents in the - office. 
Such indiscretions are not calculated to 
smooth the daily life of a sensitive offi- 
cial, and it is quite conceivable that they 
alone might have rendere@ existence too 
irksome for his stock of patience, and 
that he would have longed for the free- 
dom of a Kansas law office, if there had 
been nothing more serious to interfere 
with his peace of mind, 

But quite apart from these special trib- 
ulations, Mr, Warp has encountered the 
fate that soon of late must befall any 
honest, courageous, and independent man 
in the Pension Office. No man of these 
qualities can get along with the organ- 
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ized gang that makes its living out of 
pension claims. Many of his rulings are 
reported to have offended the Grand 
Army of the Republic. That does not 
mean that they have offended the mass 
of soldiers of the Union, even the mem- 
bers of the Grand Army. It means that 
they are not satisfactory to the greedy 
fellows who manipulate the claims, 
“Thrown to the sharks” should be the 
motto under the portraits of the success~ 
ive Pension Commissioners, if a collection 
of them is maintained in the office. It is 
the pension sharks who run things. They 
have practical control of the machinery 
of the Grand Army. They have their in- 
numerable agencies for stirring and guid- 
ing public sentiment. They have their 
hands on the local political organizations 
of which the Congressmen usually stand 
in dread. They bank on the natural and 
entirely creditable feeling of sympathy 
with the old soldiers and exploit it for 
their selfish purposes remorselessly and 
without scruple. If they cannot run the 
pension affairs of the Government they 
ean drive any honest man who under- 
takes to resist them out of Washington. 
That, substantially, is what they have 
done with Commissioner Warr, We can- 
not say that we are sorry for him in his 
present determination, but we Go not see 
how any true American can help feeling 
sorrow and humiliation over the s‘tua-

THE MAKING OF POSTMASTERS. 

The President shows an almost sur- 
prising forbearance in his letter to Con- 
gressman GARDNER about the Hingham 
Post Office. The correspondence upon 
this subject which Congressman GARD=- 
NER has given to the world was full of 
provocations, The Congressman is the 
son-in-law of the President's friend Sen- 
ator Loper, and in that family circle 
the spoils-hunting instinct is strong and 
deep. Mr. GARDNER wanted the very 
excellent Postmaster of Hingham re- 
moved in order that a political friend of 
his own might get the place; just as 
Senator LopGEe two or three years ago 
successfully ousted the counsel of the 
Board of General Appraisers in this city 
to make a place for his private secre- 
tary, who needed an assured income 
while opening a law practice in this city. 
Congressman GARDNER’s demand for the 
Hingham spoil was impudent, his letters 
about it were impudent, In fact, impu- 
dence characterized his procedure at 
every step. But instead of trouncing 
him, President RoosEVELT with perfect 
courtesy corrects his misapprehend#ions, 
and firmly but still politely gives his 
own unimpeachable reasons why the de- 
sire of GARDNER to get his man into the 
Hingham Post Office cannot be gratified. 

The letter is of value and instruction 
far beyond the LopGe family, because it 
makes known to the public the way in 
which the President goes about appoint- 
ing Postmasters. He is perfectly well 
aware that the Senate is a part of the 
appointing power; he therefore consults 
the Senators about such appointments— 
consults Democratic Senators when the 
appointments are to be made in a Demo- 
cratic State. But he insists upon being 
the judge of the character and standing 
of a man suggested to him, and if the 
Senators advise him wrongly he “ stops 
listening.” The Gardner letter is of good 
augury in the matter of the New York 
Post Office. We do not feel altogether 
sure that the President would not have 
to “ stop listening” to the Senators from 
New York if he should ask their advice. 
Indeed, he is not bound to ask their ad- 
vice as to an appointment in his own 
city, where he knows men as well as 
they do. 


INDUSTRIAL PEACE. 

It is impossible to take Mr. SamvuEL 
GoMPERS quite seriously when he dis- 
cusses, as something desirable of attain- 
ment, a condition of industrial peace. Of 
it he says: “It is a condition for which 
Wwe may devoutly pray and work, but so 
long as private greed or shortsighted in- 
terests dominate the judgment and ac- 
tions of employers, just so long will 
strikes, or, better still, the preparedness 
of labor to strike, be the determining fac- 
tor to bring about industrial peace on a 
more equitable basis, and to prevent an 
industrial rupture.” In other words, 
when employers surrender the right of 
individual judgment and action and do 
exactly what the leaders of organized 
labor prescribe, we shall have industrial 
peace for the reason that it will not then 
be necessary to set in motion the machin- 
ery for compelling compliance with the 
demands of the unions. 

As a peripatetic storm centre of strife 
and contention, Mr. Gomprrs himself has 
probably done more to make industrial 
peace impossible than any other one man, 
since his field of destructive activity has 
not been local nor has it been confined to 
any one department of industry. His 
emblem is rather the hawk than the dove, 
and the ox goad than the olive branch. 
It may amuse the representatives of the 
National Federation of Labor to hear him 
talk of industrial peace as something de- 
sirable of attainment, but so long as he 
does nothing to promote it his views on 
this subject are not of practical interest. 


PLEHVE’S SUCCESSOR’S SUCCESS. 

We were pointing out yesterday the 
proposed assemblage of the Presidents of 
the provincial “ Zemstvos,” which are the 
next higher step, in Russian local self- 
government, to the village “‘ mirs,” as the 
most daring of the reforms proposed by 
the new Russian Minister of the Interior. 
It is even more daring than the abroga- 
tion or mitigation of the censorship of 
the press, since this latter reform can be 
effected at the will of the Minister, while 
the assemblage of the Presidents of the 
Zemstvos is, on the face of it, a national 
matter which requires the positive au- 
thorization of the Czar. f 

This seems to have been the view

of it in Russia, For, while there has been 
no formal protest against the free ex- 
pression of Russian opinion on mat 

of national interest, the opposition of the 
bureaucrats and the reactionaries, of the 
late Viceroy of the Amur, of the Procura- 
tor of the Holy Synod, of the Grand Du- 
cal ring, has been concentrated upon the 
meeting of the Presidents, The an- 
nouncement that, in spite of this opposi- 
tion of the intrenched officialdom of Rus- 
sia, the meeting is to be held, denotes 
that in spite of all the influence that has 
been or that could be brought to bear 
upon him, the Czar has stood by his pro- 
gressive Minister. The personal sympa- 
thies of the Russian Emperor have often 
been shown to be pacific, humane, and 
Progressive, It is in spite of them that 
reaction in Russia has given the world 
the strange spectacle of an ancient na- 
tion which has deliberately modernized 
itself contending, with steady advantage, 
against a much less ancient nation which 
has deliberately refused to modernize it- 
self. The contrast is most instructive, 
and it is gratifying to know that its in- 
Structiveness is perceived at St. Peters- 
burg, and that there is a tendency, in the 
highest quarters, to encourage rather 
than to repress a Russian attempt, by 
means of the traditional organs of Rus- 
sian opinion, to attain the end the Jap- 
anese have so completely attained of giv- 
ing the country the benefit of all the 
brains and all the patriotism it contains. 


JUDICIAL CONTEMPT F COURT. 
The action of Mr. Justice MILLER, at 


Cortland, N. Y., in granting a certifi- 
cate of reasonable doubt in the case of 
PHILIP WEINSEIMER raises again the 
question of the propriety of this kind of 
interference in the administration of 
justice by Judges whose investment with 
power thus to interfere was for a very 
different use from that commonly made 
of it. Mr, Justice NEwBURGER is a sane 
and conservative Judge, obviously free 
from bias against the prisoner. Had he 
had any reason, having not only all the 
evidence before him, but having heard 
and seen the witnesses, to doubt that the 
verdict in WEINSEIMER’s case was in 
conformity with the weight of evidence, 
he would have granted the prisoner a 
new trial. That he found no reason for 
doing so should be held to restrain any 
other Judge of equal jurisdiction from 
concluding, on an ex parte presentation 
of the case, that Judge NewBuRGER did 
not know how to try it or that he had 
tried it unfairly. 

It is interference of this character with 
the orderly course of justice in the case 
of persons able to make a persistent de- 
fense which brings the courts into con- 
tempt of the lawbreakers and leads the 
average citizen to quote with bitterness 
the lines which tell us how, when leveled 
against sin plated with gold, “‘ the strong 
lance of justice hurtless breaks.” It is 
easy to understand how a Judge in the 
position of Mr. Justice MILLER might 
find himself in a position imposing upon 
him the duty of granting a certificate of 
reasonable doubt when applied to. But 
such a position ought to be very excep- 
tional. Certainly the Weinseimer case 
is not one in which such duty is clear, if 
visible at all, Of course, such judicial 
action is part of our judicial system, and 
if it gives the defendant in criminal pro- 
ceedings an unfair advantage against 
the people, it is perhaps better, even if 
liable to amiable abuse, than a system 
which makes the correction of judicial 
mistakes almost impossible. 


A PERSISTENT SUITOR. : 

It is announced that Chairman ODELL 
will interrupt his stay in the balmy air of 
Old Point Comfort to run over to Wash- 
ington and call on the President. Only a 
few days ago the Chairman was protest- 
ing that his candidate for Governor, who 
ran behind his ticket some 100,000 votes— 
a fact usually explained by the fact that 
he was the Chairman’s candidate, and 
not by any marked defects in his own 
political reputation—was pulled through 
by Mr. Roospve.t’s tremendous popular- 
ity. The intimates of the Chairman make 
no secret of their general disgruntlement 
with the Administration attitude toward 
the Chairman. But there are important 
changes pending in the Federal offices in 
this State, and the Chairman cannot af- 
ford to nurse grievances. He has fared 
ill in the»past in some cases, and he is 
sore over the contrast between his own 
showing and that of Mr. RoosEVELT in 
the State, but he is Jike the lover of Lan. 
DOR’s poem: 

* You wept and smiled an I believed, 

By every tear and smile deceived. 
Another man would hope no more;

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CAPT, MAHAN URGES FAIR PLAY. 


Commends the Gallantry of Stoessel and 
Protests Against Intervention. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In one of the minor editorial paragraphs 
of your Sunday issue I see certain com- 
ments upon the siege of Port Arthur which 
appear to me less than just to Gen. Stoes- 
sel, both personally and in relation to the 
bearing of the heroic defense of the post 
upon the general war. It is scarcely fair, in 
advance of knowledge, to assume that his 
personal hardships have been less than 
those of the soldiers he commands. As @ 
matter of fact, the leaders who have re- 
ceived such following as he has, have 
usually obtained their backing through the 
sense of their subordinates that they 
shared on equal terms the sufferings and 
privations which they exacted from those 
beneath. 

There is the familiar story of Elliott, 
who was Governor of Gibraltar during its 
three years’ siege. The enemy’s com- 
thander sent him a present of game and 
fruit; he accepted the courtesy, with the 
reply that there must be no more of it, as 
he could not receive what his soldiers 
lacked, I do not remember, but imagine 
the contents of the basket went to the hos- 
pital. You altogether omit, also, to men- 
tion the tremendous burden of responsi- 
bility which Stoessel alone, of all the gar- 
rison, has: had to bear. How often and 
pitifully must he not have asked himself: 
‘How much more must I ask of them?” 

There appears to me a very general fail- 
ure on the part of the public to recognize 
that, appealing as is the misery of these 
brave soldiers to our every sentiment of 
humanity, they are not dying—have not 
died—in vain. Whatever the upshot, they 
have given their lives, or are still giving 
their endurance, not merely to save a barren 
fortress, but to hold in check, by the im- 
perious necessity laid upon the enemy to 
reduce the place, a*body of foes, in army 
and in fleet, whose hands would otherwise 
be at the throats of Kuropatkin or Vladi- 
vostok. It is no idle sentiment of military 
punctilio, as you seem to imply, but the 
strong demands of a military situation 
that justify, nay compel, the resistance, 
which, whatever may hereafter befall, will 
cover Stoessel and his troops with undying 
honor. 

And in view of such suffering, shall those 
who have in it no part save sympathy, 
rising little above idle sentiment, advo- 
cate interference, as we hear from time to 
time? Have not the men who have done 
what Kuropatkin and Stoessel and their 
valiant soldiers have done, a right to de- 
mand “hands off” till their Government 
asks interposition? I am no partisan in this 
matter; so far as I could understand the 
situation, Japan had no recourse but to de- 
clare war, and at the moment she did. 
But unless the paramount interests or the 
national honor of other nations are at 
stake, they have no right to interfere; least 
ef all we might say, one which, within 
the memory of numbers of us still living, 
has twice seen the shadow of intervention 
looming over our righteous quarrel. Let 
there be fair play. A. T. MAHAN,

THE COMPARATIVE ART SHOW. 


Great Progress Made by American Paint- 
ers Well Illustrated at St. Louls. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Prompted by something more than a pass- 
ing interest in the painter's art, I would 
venture a word or two in reference to the 
comparative exhibition now open in the 
Fine Arts Building. You have given the 
matter appreciative notices and have 
spoken well of the examples of American 
work—not only well, but encouragingly and 
justly in the article of Nov. 15, which I 
have just read. 

Not long since I visited the St. Louis 
Exposition, for the purpose of examining 
two or three departments expressly, one 
being the great, numerically, collection of 
pictures. After spending the larger part 
of two days in the Art Building I was sat- 
isfied to think that my own countrymen 
need not take a back seat as producers of 
fine painting, sculpture, &c. The sections 
allotted to Germany, France, Italy, and the 
United States were in such juxtaposition 
that it was easy to pass from one to an- 
other in making comparative inspections. 
I returned home firmly impressed that 
the American painter had made great prog- 
ress during the past thirty years, and 
that in spite of the discouragements and 
prejudices unfairly shown toward him by 
his own countrymen. 

But not only did I return home impressed 
by the progress of our artists, but also 
with the persuasion that no better work 
hung on those vast walls than that of 
Americans. For finish, for detail, for 
balance of color, for accuracy of expression 
and naturalness of representation they 
sustained a most creditable comparison with 
all the Europeans. I have not seen yet 
any published criticism of moment regard- 
ing the St. Louls art exhibit, and know 
well enough that whoever would attempt 
it in an impartial spirit would charge him- 
self with a labor worthy of a Theseus. I 
am highly pleased that there are in New 
York men and women who appreciate home 
talent at least sufficiently to give it a 
chance, and am confident that the exki- 
bition of “‘our art beside Europe’s” will 
prove to those yet skeptical that the Amer- 
ican artist is able to stand on his own 
legs and compel the respect of the world.

THE COMPARATIVE EXHIBITION. 


Reception to Open the Show of Two 
Hundred Masterpieces. 

At an evening reception the fine arts ex- 
Berience a singular change; they move back 
in time quite one hundred and fifty years. 
By day they may represent serious work, 
the poetry of external nature, the subtler 
forms of suggestion through colors and 
tones, the echoes of romance transmitted 
by direct pictures of romantic scenes and 
things and persons. But when the galler- 
les are flooded with artificial light, decked 
with palms and potted flowers, hung with 
draperies that excite the senses by the blare 


of color, and are set to pulsing with music 
not too loud to interrupt conversation; 
when the human flood rises higher and 
higher and underneath the ceaseless hum 
of voices there is a swish-swish of dresses; 
then it must be confessed the finest pict- 
ures in the world descend from their pedes- 
tals as objects of high art that subserve 
the higher education and become what they 
used to be—mere decorations for a class of 
dc-nothings, one more excuse for expendi- 
ture, playthings that occupy a far lower 
position in the lives of aristocratic men and 
women than horses and gowns, dogs and 
parrots, gambling and gossip. 

A reception is the negation of the purpose 
for which such a collection as that at the 
Fine Arts on Fifty-seventh Street has been 
brought together. In the meeting of friends 
and acquaintances, in the payment of well- 
deserved homage to the charming and vi- 
vacious Lady of the White House, in listen- 
ing to the music there is no opportunity 
to see the paintings. They might be the 
veriest daubs, so long as they preserve a 
general harmony of tone, for all they say 
to us. For if any general exhibition is a 
mistake for the greatest pictures, because 
they are meant to be alone and allowed 
to speak their own language, all uninter- 
rupted and to reverent listeners, a night 
reception with bands of music and a dense 
crowd of fashionable folk is more. than 
an error; it is an absurdity. 

Better that during social functions of 
this sort the paintings be covered with 
pretty stuffs; for whatever message they 
bear is lost in the confusion. 

Yet there is no denying that the side of 
the Comparative Exhibition of Native and 
Foreign Art turned toward Charity pre- 
sents itself in a more than respectable light 
on such occasions. The crowd means sup- 
port for the Eye and Ear Infirmary—and 
when was New York ever deaf to the appeal 
for funds that will ease the sick? One may 
imagine, then, that the masters dead and 
gone whose works compel our admiration 
as they look from these walls, if indeed 
they linger near their paintings after life 
as they used to linger when in the flesh, 
will condone the somewhat barbarous and 
mediaeval usage to which they were put 
last night in view of the end thereby at- 
tained. 

“Caritas,” by Abbott Thayer, the great 
canvas lent by the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts, holds of double right a place of honor 
in the great gallery, It embodies one vir- 
tue of the American people, the care of the 
wretched, in a figure of singular nobility. 
Less precious in workmanship than the 
“Mother and Child,”” by George de Forest 
Brush, which Mr, Montgomery Sears has 
forwarded from Boston, it strikes a grander 
note than Brush’s apotheosis of domestic 
affection. In pure workmanship the 
Whistlers surpass both these living art- 
ists, but in the simple figure of a young 
English girl called ‘Arrangement in 
Black and White, No, 1,” in the exquisite, 
sketchy nude “ Little Blue and Gold Girl,” 
in “ The Little Red Glove,” and “ Rose and 
Gold, the Little Lady Tophie of Soho,” all 
of them sendings from Detroit by Mr. 
Charles IL. Freer, we have pictures quite 
detached from human love and fraternity 
in which the human being is haughtily 
made use of as a means to an artist’s end, 
the individual quite eclipsed by the striving 
of the craftsman to gain a quality of color, 
@ miracle in paint. It is true that the ear- 
ler picture, Col. Frank J. Hecker’s loan, 
called “Harmony in Green and Rose, the 
Music Room,” contains a suggestion of 
human warmth, especially in the figure of 
the lady in a riding habit, who is instinct 
with romance. But the marvelous triumph, 
“Nocturne, Blue and Silver, Battersea 
Reach,” and the “Symphony in Grey, 
Early Morning, Thames,’”’ and the “ Noc- 
turne, Blue and Silver, Bognor,” though 
they strike a note never before reached by 
the Hollanders or the Frenchmen—they, too, 
have that aloofness from the human thing 
which will always be the puzzle in 
Whistler’s character. 

George Fuller emerges from the ruck of 
masters with fresh laurels in such a trying 
combination as we have in these five halls. 
His “ Winefred Dysart,” from the Sears 
collection, returns as innocent, as individ- 
ual, as unlike figures by men of the past 
and present as she appeared many years 
ago. “‘ The Quadroon,” lent by Mr. George 
A. Hearn, still broods over the unsettled 
question, Why, if white blood is such a 
precious thing, should one whose blood is 
nearly that of whites be rejected from hu- 
man fellowship? ‘‘A Romany Girl,” from 
the I. T. Williams collection, holds the ro- 
mance of the Ishmael race without & trace 
of the vulgar element that other nainters 
have commonly included in their pictures 
of gypsies. ‘“ Girl with Turkeys,” lent by 
Dr. A. C. Humphreys, has the same sweet- 
ness, the same romantic remoteness, and 
the same human quality, that quality so 
rarely touched by Whistler. Another very 
warm and human bit is “The Green Bod- 
ice,”” by Alden Weir, from the Hearn collec- 
tion—easily his masterpiece. Observe the 
*“* Reverie,” by Wyatt Eaton, lent by Mr. 
F. B. Pratt, and, like the last-mentioned, a 
half length reflected in a mirror; there 
again we have a human document from 
which we read sentiment, if not a tragedy. 
These are pictures fit for any collection, 
public or private. 

And while we are considering the Ameri- 
can figure pieces we must not forget the 
charming scene of W. M. Hunt’s “ Mother 
and Child,” lent by Mrs. R. M. Hunt, and 
the spirited scene of boys in a pool, “‘ The 
Bathers,” lent by the painter’s daughter, 
Mrs. Hunt Slater, the pure and innocent 
nude girl, ‘“‘ The Reflection,” by Benjamin 
R. Fitz, from the William T. Evans col- 
lection, and the beautiful lines and dra- 
peries of the decorative figure, *‘ Autumn,” 
by John La Farge, from the Gellatly col- 
lection. To the same collection belongs the 
dignified and beautiful ‘‘ Visit of Nicode- 
mus to Christ,” by La Farge, in which 
that master has successfully attempted 
what so many artists have sought in vain, 
the picture of a Christ without feebleness 
or irreverence. (Surely such pictures as 
these take their Stand in the great world 
of art on their own merits and ne@/ no spe- 
cial pleader to aid them to an equal place 
with the best of the world’s art.

Prince Fushimi Delivers Yapanese 
Ruler’s Message of Amity. 


DESIRES CLOSER RELATIONS 


Mr. Roosevelt Expresses Hope That \the 
Unbroken Friendship of Both N 
tions May Endure Forever. 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 15.—Prince Sada- 
mura Fushimi, who has arrived in Wash- 
ington as the guest of the Nation, to-day 
called at the White House and conveyed to 
the President the good wishes and friend- 
ship of the Mikado, and the latter’s hope 


for the President's continued good health 
and happiness. 


The Prince and his suite were ushered 
into the Blue Room, where in a few min- 
utes President Roosevelt, accompanied by 
Assistant Secretary of State Francis 3B. 
Loomis and Secretary William Loeb, Jr., 
greeted them. 


Prince Fushimi addressed the President 


in Japanese, his remarks being interpreted 
by one of his suite. He said: 

. Mr. President: It is hardly necessary 
or me to tell you how the imperial Govy- 
ernment and people of Japan, with an earn- 
est desire to contribute their share of ef- 
fort to the success of a noble enterprise of 
a friendly nation, heartily responded to the 
invitation of your Government to partici- 
pate in the Louisiana Purchase Exposition 
at St. Louis; but it affords me pleasure to 
inform: you, Mr. President, that his impe- 
rial Majesty was pleased to especially send 
me to your country for the purpose of per- 
sonally observing the actual state of prog- 
ress in science, arts, and industries of the 
world so magnificently displayed at St.

Commodore E. C. Benedict. of the 
N.Y. Y. C. Takes Party to Brazil. 


FIREWORKS FOR’ NATIVES 


Steam Yacht Virginia Will Voyage for 
Three Months in South Amer- 


ican Waters. 

Flying the flag of Brazil at the foremast 
along with the private pennant of Commo- 
dore EB, C. Benedict of the New York Yacht 
Club, the steam yacht Virginia left this port 
yesterday bound for a voyage in Southern 
waters. This will include a twelve-hundred 
mile trip\up the Amazon River and an ex- 
ploration of the country through which the 
river flows. No steam craft has ever as- 
cended the Amazon so far, and those 
aboard the Virginia are prepared to make 
it a notable event. 

Among the guests of Commodore Benedict 
on the voyage are William M. Ivins, a for- 
mer partner of William R. Grace; J. How- 
ard Ford, & D. Huntington, Charles W. 
Keene, Dr. John F. Gains of the Hahne- 
mann Hospital, who will act as physician 
to the party; Richard ‘Arthur, who has had 
wide experience in foreign travel and who 
will record the events of the trip to be 
privately printed after the voyagers’ return; 
B. N. Backus, former United States Consul 
to Para; Russell G. Colt, Charles F. Hast- 
ings, and Melville Truesdale, the eleven- 
year-old son of President William H. Trues- 
dale of the Délaware, Lackawanna, and 
Western Railroad. 

Commodore Benedict said that the Vir- 
ginia would not return to New York for 
at least three months and possibly it might 
be longer, ‘“‘The Virginia will make her 
first stop at Bermuda,” he further said, 
“and unless we experience bad weather 
Wwe expect to reach Bermuda by next Fri- 
day. From Bermuda we will steam for Mar- 
tinique. Our object is to make it possible 
for some of the patty who have never seen 
Mont Pelée to witness the great volcano, 
which I hope will not salute us by going 
into action. The Virginia will then touch 
at the Barbados, and from there sail di- 
rect to Para and on up the Amazon River. 
It is the Amazon River part of our voy- 
age which interests all of us the most. We 
will steam up to Manoas, a city that is lo- 
cated one thousand miles above Para. At 
Manoas we will take part in the exercises 
and ceremonies of the opening of a wireless 


telegraph system, which will replace the 
grosent wire system between Manoas and 
-ara. We mae taken on board a fine lot 
of fireworks for this occasion, and we in- 
tend to give the natives of Brazil the best 
show they have ever had in this direction. 
After the festivities the yacht will proceed 
on up the river to Iquitos, which is twelve 
hundred miles above Para and at a point 
never reached by a steam yacht betore. 
The return voyage will be made through the 
West Indies again, the yacht touching at 
Puerto Rico, avana, Cuba, and Haiti, 
and then on northward. * New York.”

TAKES ~$25,000,000 BONDS 


They Are Gold 4s of the Railroad—Bank- 
er’s Entry Considered Guarantee 
of Conservative Policy. 


That James Speyer would enter the Board 
of Directors of the Rock Island Company, 
and that he would also be a member of the 
Finance Committee of that great system 
was news which stirred Wall Street yester- 
day.

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DEATH OF LORD NORTHBROOK. 


Was Viceroy of India from 1872 to 1876 
—Born in 1826, 


LONDON, Nov. 15.—Thomas George Bar- 
ing, Earl of Northbrook, is dead. 


In the course of his long career Lord 
Northbrook held some of the highest of- 
fices in the gift of the British crown. He 
was born in 1826 and was the eldest son of 
the first Baron Northbrook, better known 
as Sir Francis Baring. 
After leaving Oxford he was private sec- 
retary to various statesmen, and in 1857 he 
was elected to the House of Commons. The 
same year he was a inted a Lord of the 
Admiralty. From 1 to 1864 he was Under 
Secretary for India, and from 1864 to 1866 
e was Under Home Secretary. He suc- 
ceeded hig father in the Barony in 1866, and 
two Fw nd later Mr. Gladstone appointed 
him Under Secretary for War. 
After the assassination of the Darl of 
Mayo Lord Northbrook became Viceroy of 
India. He held that post for four years, 
ronguing in 1876, when he was created an 
From 1880 to 1885 he was First Lord 
of the Admiralty. 
Lord Northbrook was one of the Liberals 
who deserted Mr. Gladstone when the Home 
Rule bill was introduced. 
The title goes to the late peer’s son, Vis- 
count Baring.

Good News Makes the Stock Market

Still Superior to Disadvantageous |

Our stock market yesterday again 
demonstrated its self-sufficiency. 6o 
much London business starts here that | 
the amount and character of business 
ostensibly coming from there is less im- 
portant than the support and sentiment 
of Western centres. Hence, with Chi- 
cago business being done by the limited ; 
trains or by telegraph via Yokohama, It 
is hardly necessary to say that any 
strength at all is a gratification to those 
who are pleased to see the market take 
that course. Yesterday there were signs 
of wavering at intervals and among cer- 
tain stocks, but the market had moments 
of much strength, and scored consider- 
able advances for some properties, with 
limited declines for others. 

There were reasons enough for this 
course of prices. Corn and wheat were | 
weaker, and that condition is never de- 
pressing to stocks. On the other hand 
silver, steel, and copper metals were 
stronger. It has already been remarked 
that the strength of steel and copper 
signified more than prosperity to the 
capitalizations in their trades, implying 
general activity in a large group of in- 
dustries not consistent with any sort of 
business depression in those lines. It 
must now be added that the prospective 
strength of silver contains large prom- 
ise to the important group of Mexican 
railways. Less encouraging is the fur- 
ther rise of gold in London, for {t facili- 
tates the withdrawal of a metal which 
we always spare with reluctance despite 
our ample supply, and especially so just 
now, with our shrinking surplus. How- 
ever, instead of losing more gold at the 
moment, a portion of that already en- 
gaged was canceled. And the money 
market, although fractionally stronger at 
@ ramge equal to the year’s highest, gives 
the least possible sign of disturbance, 
although anticipations of the bank state- 
ment are not reassuring. Among other 
g00d news of the day was the increase of 
the Consolidated Gas dividend to 10 per 
eent., and the declaration of a 25 per 
cent. scrip dividend on the Atlantic 
Coast Line. 

Here was more cause for a rising than 
for a falling market, and the response 
Was appropriate. Pacific Mai] gave fur- 
ther proof of what a misfortune it is to 
have bull markets start in undesirable 
quarters. And the Rock Island issues 
by their strength gave equal proof of the |} 
vaine of a good banking connection to 
even an enterprise of its exceptional 
strength and prospects, handicapped by 
an unfortuf'ate impression inherited 
from the era of bad feeling. The Atlan- 
tie Coast Line dividend was not known 
long enough before the close to permit 
of the full effect of the declaration hav- 
ing been developed. Chesapeake and 
Ohio, Louisville and Nashville, Union 
Pacific, and others too numerous to 
mention were participants in benefits 
from the general optimism, the excep- 
tions to which were neither many nor 
significant, 

The strength and activity were even 
more marked in the bond department. 
The Rock Island issues, on the an- 
nouncement regarding the new loan and 
the admission of Mr. James Speyer to 
the Directorate, assumed leadership, 
with Union Pacific convertibles also 
prominent, with a total] of 2,704.

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DOCTOR GETS JUDGMENT 
FOR FIVE YEARS’ FEES 


Patient Died Suddenly—Expected 
Bequest Not in Will. 


THEN HE SUED FOR $55,000 


Referee Awards Dr. Dew Only $20,000 
Against O. W. Buckingham’s Estate 
and the Physician Will Appeal. 


Henry BE. Howland, as referee, has hand- 
ed down his decision in an interesting 
suit brought by Dr. J. Harvie Dew of 65 
West Sixty-eighth Street against the es- 
tate of Oliver W. Buckingham, a cotton 
goods dealer, who dropped dead in the New 
York Life Insurance Building on Oct. 31, 
1903. The referee grants to Dr. Dew $10,000 
for continucus medical services for five 
years and $10,000 for furnishing a home for 
the patient for three years. 

Dr. Dew, through John M. Scribner, 
brought suit for $55,000 in all because of 
the extraordinary nature of the care which 
he gave to Mr. Buckingham. He will ap- 
peal from the decision of the referee on 
the ground that the aompensation is inade- 
quate. He will also appeal from a deci- 
sion favorable to the executors of the es- 
tate made at the same time in a suit 
brought by them against him on a note for 
$5,000, which he gave to Mr. Buckingham, 
but which the latter directed in writing 
to be canceled. 

It is shown by ex-Judge Howland’s re- 
port that Mr. Buckingham was a very 
generous liver and during the five years 
when he was attended by Dr. Dew he was 
afflicted with diseases, such as 
fatty degeneration of the heart, enlarged 
liver and Treas and deterioration of va- 
rio body. These ailments

Hours, Says Hedley. 


SUBWAY ROAD ALSO CROWDED 


Shorter Elevated Trains in Slack Hours 


—Elevated and Subway Tie-Ups 
at the Same Time. 


That portion of the traveling public which 
had been led to believe that the opening 
of the Subway would give it at least a 
Seat and an easy and comfortable ride on 
elevated, has been so far undeceived 
that complaints are pouring in to the ef-

When the matter was brought to the at- 
tention of General Manager Hedley of the 


Interborough system yesterday afternoon, 
he said: 

“Instead of a reduction of the elevated 
train service since the opening of the Sub- 
way, the service has been increased. Dur- 
ing the morning rush hours on the cast 
side we have®added three trains of seven 
cars each. Tnere has been no reduction 
whatever on the west side lines, nor is any 
contemplated.” 

Mr. Hedley’s statement, however, refers 
only to the rush-hour service. During the 
late morning and early afternoon, when 
travel is light, there has been a noticeable 
reduction in the size of the trains. In some 
cases, where six-car trains were run before 
the opening of the Subway, three-car trains 
are run now. Persons accustomed to cém- 
ing in from Long Island during these hours 
now are obliged to stand up on the ride 
down town on the Third Avenue elevated 
line, where previously they had been able 
to get seats, 

It was explained that a falling off in the 
elevated travel had~been anticipated on 
account of the opening of the Subway, and 
that there had been no falling off. As far 
as travel on the Third Avenue line below 
Forty-second Street was concerned, it was 
said that the Subway express service down 
town from the Grand Central was expected 
completely to drain the statfon of its down- 
town commuting thousands, and for that 
reason proportionately to diminish down- 
town Third Avenue travel. 

To explain the congestion in the Subway 
the same authority said that the trouble 
was due to the fact that a vast number of 
persons who formerly rode on the surface 
cars now ride in the Subway. 

There was more than the usual amount 


of overcrowding on both elevated and Sub- 
way systems yesterday, because of troubles 
both above and underground. Between 
8:15 and 8:30 o'clock all south-bound ele- 
vated trains, expresses and locals, were 
switched at One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street to the middle reserve track and run 
down to One Hundred and Sixteenth Street, 
where the locals were switched back to the 
regular track. 

The switching operation caused a delay 
of fifteen minutes, and those in a hurry 

made a rush for the Subway, which re- 
sulted in an undue congestion at that point, 
when a Subway accident happened just 
then and both systems were blocked, while 
the crowd grew larger and angrier. 

The delay was due to an accident to a 
south-bound train just as it had pulled out 
from the One Hundred and Thirty-seventh 
Street station. A brake shoe drop ~y ott 
of one of the cars, and so crippled the 
train that it was unable to proceed down- 
town. 


THE MONEY HAD A TAG. 


Dollar Bill Was Real Mail—Post Office 
Men Surprised. 


While all the Post Office clerks at the 
Federal Building were plunging into the 
evening rush of mail on Sunday, several 
made a simultaneous dive into the sea of 
letters for a new dollar bill which was seen 
bobbing about in the mass of letters. 

Everybody was astonished when the clerk 
who got it held it up, for the bill was not 
unattached and lost, as often happens, but 
it was tagged, addressed, and stamped, the 
tag being pinned to the bill. The stamp 
Was a two-cent one, and the bill was ad- 
dressed to Miss Althea Briggs, Kingston, 


N. Y. If the sender wanted to test the 
honesty of the Post Office clerks and let- 
ter carriers, he has his answer, because 
Miss Briggs now has the Dill. 

This is the first time, it is said, that a 
bill Kas been sent through the mail in this 
way, although sometimes silver dollars and 
half dollars pass through the mails with a 
postage stamp on one side and the address 
pasted on the other.

31-ACRE AMUSEMENT PARK 


Esplanade Walk with Japanese Village, 
Old German Castle, Pagodas, 
and a Garden Grove. 


Work will be begun next Monday on what 
is to be one of the largest amusement parks 
in the world. Its name will be Wonder- 
world, and it will be situated on the south 
bank of the Harlem River, at Two Hundred 
and Eighteenth Street. Wonderworld will 
furnish the sort of recreation which New 
Yorkers and suburbanites have been unable 
to enjoy without going to Coney Island or 
Rockaway Beach. 

A station of the Rapid Transit Subway— 
which isn’t a Subway, but an elevated road 
at that point—will be in Wonderworld it- 
self, and the King’s Bridge station on the 
main line of the New York Central is just 
across the Harlem River. Moreover, the 
boats that ply on the Hudson River can 
float in through the Harlem and dock di- 
rectly at the'park. 

Andrew J. Cobe, promoter of the enter- 
prise, has awarded the contract of con- 
struction to the Wells Brothers Company, 
and the contract for electrical work to 
Harry Alexander. The total cost involved 
will be nearly $2,000,000. Mr. Cobe expects 
to have the new Wonderland ready for the 
opening of the Summer season in Manhat- 
tan. 

The architects, Kirby, Pettit & Green, 
have striven to make Wonderworld a place 
very different from all other recreation 
parks, although the familiar ‘“ chutes” 


will not be left out. Wonderworld will oc- 

cupy thirty-one acres. The “esplanade 

walk ’’—a kind of midway—will run through 

the middle of it. There are to be a German 

village, a Japanese village, a sixteenth 

ceritury German castle, and gayly colored 
pagodas. 

Within Wonderworld’s boundaries is the 
old Dyckman mansion, which will be turned 
into a mammoth ballroom and casino. Be- 
tween the mansion and the “ esplanade 
walk,’’ where now is a thick grove of trees, 
will be rdens laid out with curving paths 
and rustic benches. The natural character- 
istics of the vr will be interfered with as 


little as possib 
The people of the Bronx and suburban 


towns such as Yonkers and New Rochelle, 
who would take over two hours to get to 
Coney Island, will be able to reach Won- 
derworld in fifteen minutes. The Subway, 
the New York Central Railroad, and the 
Hudson River boat lines all meet there. 
Even districts at the southern end of Man- 
hattan Island will be comparatively near to 
Wonderworld in int of time. This stretch 
of the arlem iver, usually called the 
Harlem Ship Canal, was improved by the 
United States Government at the expense 
of $5,000,000 a few years ago, anti is deep 
enough to admit large boats. After ground 
is broken Monday the work will be rushed 
all during the Winter. 


FATAL SHOOTING AN ACCIDENT. 


Thomas J. Ward Found Dead in His 
Room—Once Owned Tenements. 


Thomas J. Ward was found dead yester- 
day afternoon in his rooms on the first 
floor of 256 Henry Street with a bullet 
wound in his head. The police and neigh- 
bors who have known Ward for many 
years believe that he was cleaning a re- 
volver and accidentally shot himself. 

Ward was fifty-five years old, and lived 
alone in three rooms, his wif& and two 
daughters having died many moths ago. 
He was an ardent Roman Catholic, and was 
prominent in St. Mary’s Church, at Pitt 
and Grand Streets. Stocks, bonds, and 


bank books representing a sum of at least 
$5,000 were found. 

Ward was well known in the lower east 
side and at one time was the owner of 
many east side tenements. He was known 
for many charities.
